Wasuincton, Sept. 23.—By its ac- 


tion today in seating Langston the 


House ended what was probably the 
moat protracted and bitterly contested 
election case it has ever decided. The 
result was a surprise to the Demo- 
cratic minority, whieh, after two 
weeks’ successful obstruction was con- 
fident its opponent could not secure a 
quorum. But the “ whips’’ had been 
uwtive. During the first roll call it was 
discovered that Milliken of Maine and 
Mudd of Maryland were not present, 
and messengers. were immediately 
sent after them. Sweeney of lowa, 
who had not been expected so soon, 
‘ame in at this juncture, and with 
Mr. Mudd cast the votes necessary to 
make a quorum. Further proceeding» 
were remarkably expeditions. 

The Miller case, which followed the 
Langston case, was even a greater sur- 
prise, and in fact it was not known 
senerally to the Republ cans that the 
leaders contemplated this move. The 
Democratic minority was considerably 
vexed over the resultof the day’s 
proceedings, and a call for a caucnes 
was circulated with the purpose of 
endeavoring to unite the party by 
way of rela'ionon upon the policy of 
the treatment of the conf-rence re- 
port upon the tariff bill, which would 
require the Republicans to maintaina 
quorum to dispo~e of that report; but 
Gvwing to the la'eness of. the\hour and 
‘he swall attendance the attempt to 
caucus was temporarily abandoned.

Frait growing in Nevada has 
the experimental stage 
a state of considerable development, 
and there is a likelihood that in the 
pear future far greater interest will be 
taken in ite farther extension. The 
excellent quality of all the fruit that is 
raised in our State excites the admira- 
tion of those engaged in its cultivation 
as well as those who see the fruit ou 
exhibition. 

It is certainly to the interest-of all 
who are engaged in the business of 
fruit growing ty maintain the high re- 
putation of onr frui® and to make it 
worthy of still greater praise. To that 

end intelligent and concentrated action 
is necessary to protect our orchards 
from Che many diseases to which fruit 
trees are subject, and from the pests 
that prey upon our fruit. 

We hoped that our State would con- 
tinue to enjoy the immanity from fruit 
pests that it has enjoyed hitherto, but 
tind now that we niust tise preventive 
| measores, or our fruit will soon be as 
_ worthless as it is in some of the older 
States, where these fruit.pests were al- 
lowed to multiply to ®0 great an extent 
before the disastrous results were full? 


impressed with the import- 
his sulyject, we think that the 
best way to proceed is for our fruit 
growers to organize a horticultural so- 
ciety, so that by co-operatign we may 
the more easily and effectively witl- 
stand the onslaughts of the fruit pests. 

It is high time that such a society 
was formed. Almost every county in 
the fruit growing belt in California has 
such a society in active operation, and 
the fruit growing industry has received 
materia) help from them. These so- 
cieties are ably seconded by Prof. Hill- 
yard, and to him is dae very moch of 
the credit for the effective work of the 
county associations. We have in this 
State an able an efficient entomoloyist 
in the of Prof. Hillman, who 
has al done a good deal in the in- 
terests of the frnit growers, and who is 
willing to do more toward the destruc- 
tion of injurious insects and fruit pests. 
It would be wisdom on vur part to take 
the fullest advantage of his extensive 
knowledge on this subject. 

During the Fair week at Reno would 
be an appropriate time and place to or- 
ganize a borticu!tural society, aad it is 
to be hoped that this will c»incide with 
the views of a sufficient number of our 
iruit growers to form such an assovia- 
tion.

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._ BOME SAFE. STORIES. 

Amasing Incident, Connected with the 
Safe-Maker’s Basiness. - 

A Boston safe-makcr recently gave to 
a Courier reporter a fow amusinkr inci- 
dents connected with his business. 
Locks, of course, will sometimes get 
outof order. and when oa business man 

not lock his safe, or, worse yet, can 
not unlock it, he loses no time in send- 
ing to headquarters for he!p. 

Not long ago we received a hurried 
message from one of our customers, 
whose safe door had suddenly refused 
so shut far enough to aliow the bolts to 
be thrown. A workman hastened wo the 
establishment, aud glancing about the 
entrance to the safe, nutived a cent rest- 
ing on one of the botwm flanges.
